PLACERVILLE, Aug. 1.—News of a 
fight with the fugitive convicts was 
brought to Placerville by two of the 
pursuers, J. A. Beggs of Folsom Prison 
and Henry Walters, a militiaman, who 
arrived between 6 and 7 o'clock. They 
came dashing up the main street of 
the town with a boy from the vicinity 
of the battle, driving the team on 4 
dead galiop. The two officers jum ped 
from their seats before rein was drawn, 
and, waving their hands frantically, 


‘began crying loudly for a doctor and 


“reinforcements.” 

To more rapidly secure reinforce- 
ments, one of them stepped into the 
street and fired his rifle several times. 
The population of Placerville quickly 
gathered about the pale pursuers, who 
grew wildly impatient with the ba bel 
of clamoring voices, ail seeking for 
particulars of the affray. “How many 
killed?” Who was killed?” Where 
did it happen?“ and all the wild varie- 
ty of questions that could be suggested 
by feverish minds were flung at the 
overwhelmed and distracted man-hunt- 
ere. 

Beggs and Walters finally became an- 
gry with the clamoring citizens, whose 
volley of questions completely drowned 
the voices of the messengers. 

“What we want is more men to go 
out there to heip us, and a doctor to 
attend the wounded. Two of the boys 
are hurt.” 

The words came in loud commanding 
tones from Walters, who had collected 
his wits when his anger arose, because 
of the frantic efforts of the mob to gain 
information and in insisting on having 
particulars which could not be given. 

All that Beggs and Walters knew 
was that two of the men had been 
hurt: six of the soldier boys having 
been ambushed by the convicts, and 
that surgical and armed 
was badly needed. The men _ rushed 
to their homes, and in a few minutes 
were on the streets, prepared to go to 
the scene of hostilities to avenge the 
possible death of two townsmen. 

They began to cry for teams. Since 
the chase the stables of this city have 
been despoiled pf conveyances, and it 
was with difficulty that Bosquit could 
find enough rigs for the two posses 
that left this afternoon, When a hun- 
dred men were all at once demanding 
horses and wagons, the driving facill- 
ties of the town were exhausted but 
for those owned privately. There was 
a scramble whenever a conveyance 
was driven up. and he who gained the 
seat first went off to the scene of the 
reported battle. Dr. J. Q. Wrenn and 
Dr. N. H. Mountain were among the 
first to start with their surgical ap- 
pliances. 

C. Al Beggs, one of the two whe re- 
turned to Placerville with the report of 
the battle, said: 

“Il was on my way back to Folsom 
this morning, but at Georgetown 1 
heard that trails had been found in 
Squaw Creek. I got three men and 
turned back to join in the chace. I met 
the military at Grand Victory mine. 
and we took up the tracks. Those fel- 
lows had stopped and cooked eggs not 
over four hundred yards from the 
mouse where they bought them. The

LACERVILLE (Cal.) Aug. 1.—A desperate 
fight between a band of five of the escaped 
Folsom convicts and a party of six militiamen who 
were following a fresh trail of the convicts took 
place this evening, just at dusk, on a hillside near 
the Grand Victory mine, and as a result of the 
conflict two of the militiamen, Rutherford and 
Jones, were killed and a member of the posse, a 
man named Dill, will probably die of his wounds, 
as he was shot through the lungs. 3 
The convicts were hidden in the thick brush 
which covers the hill, and the man-hunters hap- 
pened upon them most unexpectedly. The con- 
victs, who were well armed with rifles, fired a 
volley into the posse, which returned the fire. 
The survivors of the little band are firm in their 
belief that at least two members of the convict 
gang were wounded. Messengers were dispatched 
to this place for reinforcements, ne

It shows how 
successfully men can hide in the dense 
brush. All pursuers, twelve in num- 
ber, rendezvoused at the foot of the 
hill. We arrived at the decision that 
the convict band was in one of the 
two ravines which led down the slope 
of the hil! to Squaw Creek. Myself. 
Lloyd Hill of El Dorado, and a third 
took our position at the foot of one 
ravine, Lieut. Smith and two men 
were stationed at the outlet of the 
other. Then six of the militiamen 
were to go up to the summit and 
come down the ravines. In this way 
we hoped to corner our prey, but the 
party of six soldiers had not reached 
the top of the hill when the firing be- 
gan. We could not shoot because the 
militiamen were between us and the 
convicts. 

“About fifty shots were fired alto- 
gether, and the brave guardsmen gave 
as freely with their guns as they 
took. The bullets whistled down over 
us. The battle was short. but fierce, 
and when the shooting ceased one of 
the soldiers came down the hillside 
a short distance and cried: ‘Two orf 
the boys are hurt; get doctors and re- 
inforcements.’ 

“Walters and I ran a mile to get a 
wagon to drive to Placerville. The 
battle occurred within four hundred 
yurds of the Gipes house, where the 
convicts had appeared at noon. 

When Henry Walters had collected 
himself, he was able to tell his story. 
“We had been at the foot of the 
ravine only a few minutes,” he said, 
“and our boys had almost reached the 
summt when the shooting com- 
menced, and the bullets came past.

FOLSOM HEARS FROM BOSQUIT. 


FOUR MEN REPORTED SHOT. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
FOLSOM, Aug. 1.—News of a desper- 

ate battle between five of the Folsom 
outlaws: and the posse under Sheriff 
Rosquit of Eldorado ceunty reached 
the prison tonight. According to the 
information telephoned by Bosquit, 
the posse uncovered a band of five con- 
victs on a hill between the Grand Vic- 
iory mine and Hank's Exchange, four 
miles east of Diamond Springs and 
seven miles from Placerville. The con- 
victs, under. cover of the thick under- 
brush. returned the fire of the posse 
with deadly effect. ; 

It is reported that three members of 
the Placerville company of the Second 
Infantry, N.G.C., who have been 
serving as members of Bosquit's posse 
since the company was called on by 
the Governor, fell in their tracks at 
the first volley from the convicts, 
while a fourth mesnber of the posse, 
Richard Dill by name, was seriously 
wounded. All five members of the 
convict band were armed with rifles, 
and they kept up A steady fire from 
their post of vantage on the higher 
ground of the hill. The names of the 
men who fell under the fire of the 
convicts were not known when Bosquit 
made his report to the prison. It was 
announced that the convicts, two of 
whom are believed to have been hit, 
are now hiding in the brush. Posses 
from all the surrounding country are 

ing to the scene. 

* — was anticipated, early in 
the afternoon, by a telephone message 
from Sheriff Bosquit, in which he ac- 
quainted the prison authorities — 
the information that five convicts na 

been located at the hill where the en- 
gagement subsequently took place. The 
afternoon advices were to the effect 
that four men had rifles and one car - 
ried a bag, presumed to contain pro- 


| visions. 


Captain of the Guard Murphy imme- 
* communicated with all of the 
prison guards whom he could reach at 
Cool. Lotus and other points, and in- 
structed them to speedily 80 to 
Placerville and report to Sheriff Bos- 
quit. The men started immediatety for 
the scene of the expected battle, but 
did not reach there in time to take a 
hand in the fight. 

Convict Roberts is known to be 
many miles from the scene of the bat- 
tle between the convicts and Bosquit’s 
men. He is reported to be forty or 
fifty miles the other side of Placerville, 
on the big State highway that runs 
from Plecerville to Lake Tahoe. He 
was seen and recognized at Johnson's 
p'ace in the neighborhood described on 
Thursday. 

Roberts stopped and asked some 
campers to permit him to see the pa- 
pers. The campers had a copy of a 
San Francisco paper containing the 
photogrphs of the escaped convicts, 
and they readily identified the stranger 
as Roberts. They saw Roberts look at 
his own photograph, glance through 
the stories of the jail-break and the 
pursuit, and then saw him hurry away 
up 
where this took place. was eight or 
ten miles this side of Strawberry Val- 
ley and fert miles east of Placerville. 
A posse. headed by Sheriff Mansfield 
of San Mateo, immediately started in 
enya upon receipt of this informa- 
tion.

French Paper Predicis Election of 
Di Sick Members 
Suffer from Heat. 

[RY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
OME, Aug. I. IBV Atlantic Cae 
bie.) The first day of the conclave 
has ended and no Pope has been 
elected. Both this morning and this 
afternoon, all the members of the Na- 
cred College except Cardinals Herrera 
y Espinosa, Cretoni, Langenioux and 
Couelli, who were confined to their 
cells by illness, entered the Sistine 
Chapel where, after the solemn ritual 
appointed for the occasion, they 
dropped their ballots in the chalice. 
That these gave to no candidate the 
necessary forty-two votes was made 
known to Rome and the world by the 


smoke of burning ballots which issued | 


from the Sistine Chapel. Tomorrow 
the cardinals will vote again, both in 
the morning and afternoon, but what 
the chances are of their arriving at a 
decision before Monday none can tell. 

It was reported this evening that the 
Rampolla party was in the ascendant, 
but this cannot be taken as any indi- 
cation of the final result, as the vote 
of Pope Leo's Secretary of State may 
be split up, or given in its entirety te 
some other cardinal. Apparently re- 
liable information, which, however, it 
is impossible to verify, is to the effect 
that Cardinal Rampolla received at the 
first ballot this morning twenty votes; 
Serafino Vannutelli, 12; Gotti, 7; Oreg- 
lia, 5; Di Pietro, 4; Capecolatro, 4, and 
Agtiardi, 3, the remainder being scat- 


tered. Rumor generally assigns Mon- 


day as the most likely day upon which 
an election will occur. 

No one here seriously expected the 
cardinals to select a Pontiff on the 
first ballot, hence, this morning, few 
of the populace were present on the 
piazza of St. Peters, though in the 
immediate neighborhood 1000 troops 
and gendarmes stood idle in the shade 
of the colonade. This afternoon the 
sun blazed down, and St. Peter's, at 4 
o'clock, was just as deserted as on the 
day Pope Leo died. 

Soon after 4 o'clock, however, crowds 
began to gather. First came the priests 
and monks of all denominations in 
their queer-colored cassocks, and 
women from the poorer parts of the 
city, carrying or dragging children 
with them. 
and persons, including many American 
tourists, hundreds of priests and anx- 
ious Romans of all classes, gathered at 
the steps of the basilica and along the 
left side of St. Peter's square, from 
which points only the Sistine Chapel 
was visible. Every eye was turned 
toward the long, narrow tin tube, with 
a conical top, which arises crookedly 
from ope end of the chapel. It might 
well be an improvised smoke outlet for 
a hovel, instead of the world-watched 
beacon which alone can give the sign 
awaited by so many millions of people. 

As evening drew near, the crowd 
increased and Roman Princes and 
Princesses drove up and watched from 
taeir carriages through operaglasses 
the tiny smokestack which glistened 
in the sun. Prince Orsoni, the head

of the Roman nobility, who shares — 


only with Prince Colonna the heredit- 
ary right to stand next to the papal 
throne, sat on the steps of St. Peter's 
beside an old beggar woman. Like 


her, he watched intently for the smoke 


signal, but no smoke came. 

The bells of the basilica rang out 
the call to vespers, but none went in, 
while the priests, pacing the steps of 
St. Peter's, prayer-books in. hand, 
muttered the evening office with an 
ever-Watchful eye on the Sistine 
Chapel. The suspense became intense. 
Even the street urchins, who had come 
in large numbers to gather the dis- 
carded ends of cigarettes thrown away 
by the nervous crowd, stopped their 
work and gazed toward the chapel. 

Several false alarms of “Ecco ila 

fumata™ (there is the smoke,) 
a thrill of excitement. Then ca a 
rumor that a Pope had been elected, 
and many persons rushed to the basil- 
ica in order to get good seats when the 
announcement should be made. The 
impression that a choice had been 
reached was heightened by the ap- 
pearance upon the walls of the Vati 
can of a few officials in full uniform, 
as if for a great ceremony. 

When 6 a'clock boomed out from the 
big clock of St. Peter's, there was a 
sea of upturned faces focused with in- 
tense anticipation on the Sistine chap- 
el’'s crooked smokestack. Three min- 
utes later came another cry. This 
time it was true. From the conical 
top of the chapel curled out a tiny 
streak of smoke. so light, sd _ faint, 
that it was scarcely distinguishable, 
even against the deep blue of the 
cloudless Italian sky. From the crowd 
came a sigh of relief. Still watching, 
with craned necks, they saw the 
smoke thicken and then die down, 
down, and in two minutes all trace of 
today's futile voting had vanished inte 
air. Slowly. and with much specula- 


tion as to what had occurred withing — 
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the conclave and the likelihood of an 
election tomorrow, the crowds. dis- 
persed. This historic method of giving 
the world the only information it 1s 
supposed to get regarding the election 
of a Pope had served its purpose with 
dramatic thoroughness. 

During the afternoon, workmen were 
‘busy in St. Peter's preparing the great 
window facing the Interior of the ba- 
silica, from which the new Pope, im- 
mediately after his election, will give 
his first benediction to the Catholic 
world. | 

A number of the diplomatists ac- 
credited to the Holy See have, during 
the day, stopped at the wicket gate 
without having any communication 
with those in the conclave. 

The most interesting period at the 
wickets was when postal and other 
communications from the cardinals, 
@onciavists and the others secluded 
within the precincts of the conclave, 
avere received after being examined by 
the marshal and the government. of 
the conclave.

THE DAY'S BUSINESS.

ROME, Aug. 1-—{By Atlantic Ca- 
bie.] The cardinals were all awakened 
at an early hour this morning by the

solemn business before them. Mass 
‘was said in the Pauline Chapel by Car- 
dina] Oreglia, the Camerlingo, who af- 
terwards administered communion to 
each cardinal. The secene wa sreally 
most majestic when the members of 
the Sacred College as humble commu- 
nicants, advanced to receive the com- 
munion from the hands of the Camer- 
lingo, who gave subsequently a short 
@ddress on the solemn nature of the 
occasion. 
After this each cardinal celebrated 
another mass, either at an altar in the 
Sala Ducale or in his own rooms at 
@ movable altar prepared for the pur- 
pose.@ Beakfast, consisting of a cup 
of coffee and rolls, followed. This was 
taken privately by the cardinals in 


their cells. Then the great business 
of the day was at hand. 
At 10 o'clock all the cardinals as- 


@emblied in the Sistine Chapel for the 
first ballot. Many were the grumblings 
at the uncomfortable beds, 
the odors and other discomforts en- 
Aured., one cardinal declaring he had 
not slept a wink because of the mos- 
quitoes. The chapel presented a pic- 
ture of much animation and beauty. 
Violet was the leading note of color. 
Bix candies on the altar gave a pecu- 
liar light, in conjunction with the day- 
light streaming through the windows 
and gleaming on the empty throne and 
on the long line of seats, with their 
baldachinos (canopies) occupied by the 
Cardinals, intent upon the business in 
hand. Everythin was symbolic. Even 
the baldachinos, which were now raised 
over the cardinals’ chairs in the Sis- 
tine Chapel, are a sign that each mem- 
ber of the Sacred College has a per- 
@onal part in the sovereignty of the 
Apostolic See, but when a Pope is 
elected they are removed, the new 
pontiff alone remaining with this sym- 
bol of power. 

The cardinals went 
Chapel, accompanied by their conclav- 
ists, carrying portfolios and papers. 
When Cardinal Oreglia was seated, all 
the others following his example, pray- 
ers were offered, after which Mgr. Cag- 
fano, the governor of the conclave, 
called “Exeunt omnes, thus announc- 
ing to the conclavists and prelates that 
they must retire and leave the cardinals 
alone. The voting papers used by 
Their Eminences are somewhat differ- 
ent from those of 1878, being a little 
longer and narrower, but the printed 
inscriptions are the same, the biank 
spaces being filled in, at the moment of 
voting, with the name of the voter at 
the top and that of the cardinal voted 
for in the center and a Latin quotation 
at the bottom. 
Some of the cardinals did not know 
how to fold their papers, which caused 
considerable confusion. Cardinal Oreg- 
Na, the Camerlingo, demonstrated the 
folding of a ballot to those near him, 
and they, in turn, showed others how 
it must be folded. Fach ballot was 
sealed with a distinguishing mark. 
Bach cardina! in turn, holding his bal- 
jot between his first finger and thumb, 


do that every one present could see it, 


advanced slowly to the altar, where a 
long chalice was standing, knelt and 

yed briefly for new evidence, and 
then, rising, took the following oath: 
“I call God to witness, He who shall 
judge me, that I elect him who I think 
should be elected, according to God. 
This I promise to do also in the acces- 
sit vote.” 

So saying, the cardinal dropped his 
‘Ballot in the chalice, bowed before the 
altar and returned to his place. The 
Balloting took a long time, as many of 
the cardinals owing to their advanced 
age and illness, moved slowly and were 
obliged to have the assistance of their 
colleagucs. 

After the balloting was finished, the 
chalice was covered well shaken, 
and the ballots were publicly counted. 
Then passing them into a receptacle 
placed on the table in the center of 
the chapel, the two cardinal scrutinizers 
opened the first ballot and passed it to 
a third cardinal, who read it out in a 
loud voice, and the other cardinals 
noted the votes on the printed list of 
the names with which each was pro- 
vided. 

As no cardinal ‘received the pre- 
scribed two-thirds of the votes, a 
supplementary ballot was taken, with 
no better result. Consequently, at 11:20 
O'clock a.m., all the ballots were 
burned, the smoke being seen in the 
left side of the piazza of St. Peter's, 
where a few curious people, mostly 
newspaper men, had gathered to record 
this mute message.

QUEENSTOWN AND CORK HONOR 


BRITISH KING. 


Farewell Speech Elicits Great Outburst. 
Sovereign Gives Asyurance of Heast- 
felt Interest in Erin—Their Majesties 
Enchanted by the Successful Tour.

CORK (Ireland) Aug. 1.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble] The firing of royal salutes and enthu- 
siastic cheering welcomed. King Edward, 
Queen Alexandra and the royal party on their 
arrival at Cork this morning on board the 
royal yacht Victoria and Albert. The pert 
was bright with bunting, the whole town was 
well decorated, and the streets were filled 
with jubilant sightseers. The Lord Mayor 
and corporation of Cork welcomed the visitors 
when they landed. ; 

Their Majesties drove through the decorated 
streets, which were lined with troops and 
bluejackets, to the racecourse, where the King 
presented colors to phe two Irish regiments. 
The Catholic Bishop of Cork was invited to 
assist at the ceremony of blessing the colors, 
most of the men being Catholics, but he re- 
fused to be associated with the Protestant 
chayiain. 

During the afternoon Their Majesties vie- 
ited the exhibition. royal procession to 
the grounds was greeted everywhere with the 
same warmth which marked the previous 
functions during the King’s tour. To the 
aduresses presented by local bodies, the King 
replied, saying that his previous great inter- 
est in the weifare of Ireland had been fur- 
ther ripened by his present visit. He said he 
had gained a clearer. insight into the condi- 
tions of Irish life, and hoped the legisia- 
tion on which Parliament was engaged would 
contribute to the prosperity and contentment 
of the Irish people. But good laws alone 
would not secure that end, declared the King, 
There was need of better industrial t:aining 
for the young, the keener spirit of co-opera- 
tlon among all classes, and the creation of 
new and varied sources of employment for the 
people. 

ARRIVAL AT QUEENSTOWN.

QUEENSTOWN, Aus. 1—The royal yacht 
Victoria and Albert, having on board King 
Edward and Queen Alexandra, sailed for 
Cowes at 7:4 o'clock p.m. Their Majesties 
subsequently returned to (Queenstown, where 
they received further addresses. The King 
then made his farewell reply, saying the 
people could rest assured that he had the 
interest of Ireland at heart, which remark 
elicited vociferous cheering and much waving 
of flags and hats. 

The royal visit to Ireland was thus brought 
to a successful close. The King and Queen 
both are enchanted with the tour, which is 
admitted on all sides has achieved more to- 
ward the settlement of the existing Irish 
grievances than legislation could hope 10 
achieve.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Warship construction in 
the government navy yards has re- 
ceived a distinct boost by the inspec- 
tion which the members of the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs is now 
making along the Atlantic Coast. 
After a long fight, conducted in good 
part by friends of Mare Island Navy 
Yard, Congress at the session before 
last authorized the construction of one 
battleship in the navy yard, to be 
designated by the Secretary of the 
Navy. This concession was made on 


account of the long fight put up by 
the friends of Mare Island Yard, and 
it was expected that the contract tor 
building this battleship, which is 
called the Connecticut, would ve 
awarded to Mare Island. 

Certain bitterness arose in the 
course of the fight, however, and the 
Navy Department awarded the con- 
tract to the New York Navy Yard 
and took pains at the same time to 
say that in all probability the experi- 
ment of having great battleships con- 
structed in navy yards would prove 
a dismal failure. Now it appears 
that, so far as the work has pro- 
gressed, the experiment is a splendid 
suc tes and the indications are that 
the members of the House Naval At- 
fairs Committee had been so favor- 
abily impressed that other battleships 
to be provided for in the next Naval 
Appropriation Bill will be built) at 
the navy yards. 

A source notbriously unfriendly to 
today make the fol- 
nt about the matter: 
“Congressmen who had been making 
a tour of the navy yards and stations 
are reported as expressing themselves 
with much surprise and gratification 
over the progress made on the Con- 
necticut at ew’ York Navy Yard. 
This is the ssel which is in course 
of building competition with the 
Louisiana on an identical design and 
now under construction at private 
shipyards. The Congressmen ei- 
dently obtained tbe idea somewhere 
in their travels that the Connecticut | 
was far behind the Louisiana, where- 
as the difference is very slight and 
hardly worth mentioning The Con- 
gressional observers were impressed 
with the business-like celerity which 
the construction of the 
Connecticut. It remains to be seen, 
of course, whether the vessel will win 
the contest. It may be able to do 
this in the matter of time, byt it 
already is admitted by. naval con- 
structors, that there is doubt whether 
the Connecticut can hold its own on 
the item of relative cost.” 

MORE INDICTMENTS COMING. 

{BY DIRECT TO THE TIMES.| 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] There will be another big 
batch of indictments by the Federal 
Grand Jury before the end of the 
Postoffice Department investigation is 
reached, and it is expected that some 
men, equally important with those al- 
ready trapped, will be caught in tne 
round-up. Officials of the depart- 
ment are closely guarding the various 
lines of investigation in order ‘to keep 
the facts in the progress of the case 
from men who are being gunned for, 
but Postmaster-General Payne, who 
returned from his vacation today, said 
there would be other important cap- 
tures. The Federal Grand Jury will 
stay in session at Washington for sev- 
eral weeks more in order to recvive 
any evidence that the Postoffice De- 
partment officials may lay before it. 
and to return indictments against 
crooked officials. 

Postmaster-General Payne made up 
his mind today that gossip had played 
enough with an honored name, and 
so he told the newspaper correspond- 
ents that while Abner McKinley would 
not be spared if it were found he were 
mixed up in the scandal, yet it was 
time to announce that thus far in the 
investigation absolutely nothing had 
been discovered to suggest that Mr. 
McKinley had even the slightest ir- 
regular connection with any deyart- 
ment business. 

The whole effort of the men who 
are making the investigation will now 
be centered upon getti business out 
of the way before Congress meets 
in extra gession, November 9. There 
are two reasons for this. One ie tne 
President wishes to be able to inform 
Congress when it meets that he has 
absolutely and finally cleared the 
Postoffice Department of all crocked- 
ness, and another is that Congres- 
sional investigation is not desired be- 
cause it would serve to keep the de- 
partment in a demoralized condition 
the whole winter and part of the way 
into next summer. 3 

SOURCES OF “GRAFT.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.~[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The reporting of addftional 
indictments against A. W. Machen and 
his associates and the exposure of the 
new line of “graft'’ in which Machen 
was engaged, will help to bring the 
postal investigtaion nearer to the close 
which all those in authority now seek. 

The latest indictments against Ma- 
chen relate to an affair which has been 
a matter of knowledge with postal in- 
spectors almost from the beginning of 
the investigation, but there were so 
many circumstances and so many lines 
of conspiracy leading out from it that 
it: has taken a long time to gather 
evidence sufficient to enmesh all those 
who were implicated. According to the 
evidence, Machen seems to have got 
two “rake-offs,"” one was in carriers’ 
shoulder straps, the conspiracy by 
which he defrauded the government in. 
this being more intricate than in any | 
of the other grafts with which. he 
was identified. 

The evidence presented to the grand 
jury in Washington in connection with, 
the latest batch of indi¢tments tends | 
to show that every letter carriers 
satchel in the country in 1882 paid 
tribute to Machen. The extent of the 
tribute will become more apparent 
when it is recalled that there were 18, 


— 


000 city and 15,000 rural carriers, and 
many of them use two satchels every 
year. A rake-off of e cents was ob- 
tained on the small leather case fur- 
nished for free-delivery carriers by 
Maurice Runkel. Machen and his con- 
federates were beneficiaries of this 
rake-off. Every letter box that was 
painted also contributed its share of 
tribute. It ts estimated that ‘graft’ 
trom this sources for Machen and his 
friends amounted to $18,000. 

Fourth Assist Postmaster-General 
Bristow, in a statement made after in- 
dictments had been returned, said that 
in 1901 Machen entered into an agree- 
ment with Maurice Runkel of this city 
to furnish a small leather case for the 
free-delivery system, 
department paid 90 cents each. The 
cases cost Runkel 30 cents each. The 
inspectors have conclusive evidence 
that Runkel divided the profits with 
Machen and McGregor. 


UNDESIRABLE IMMIGRATION. 


PRISON AND WORKHOUSE GAIN. 
(MY DIRECT. Wing TO THE TIMEs.! 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—[Exclusive 

Dispatch.) The investigation that 
Commissioner-General of Immigration 
Sargent has ordered into the matter 
of undesirable immigrants becoming 
public charges has developed some 
Startling facts. The Commissioner- 
General today received a report, in 
which it states that no less than 600 
of the poorer-class foreigners who 
landed in New York during last year 
are now inmates of penal and chari- 
table institutions of that city and 
State. The same report also states 
that 8000 people of the same class were 
sent back to Europe during the year, 
and that, judging from the number 
which had been held up so far this 
year, the number mentioned is going 
to be exceeded. 

“The figures are only part of what 

the whole investigation is likely to dis- 

close, said Mr. Sargent, and I have 
no doubt but other big cities are going 
to show similar conditions. The condi- 
tion is certainly startling, and we have 
decided to make the matter of unde- 
sirable immigrants landing even more 
stringent than ever. We are ham- 
pered by the looseness of the law, but 
certain changes have been suggested 
which are likely to mend matters. We 
arc working in Europe, where we hope 
to prevent undesirable people from 
sailing for this country only to be sent 
back again. Hereafter it is our inten- 
tion to try to have every person at- 
tempting to come here examined by 
the United States Marine Hospital 

Service Surgeon before they are al- 

lowed to sail from a European coun- 

try. This is going to curtail the influx 
of sickly people. 

Investigations made by the agents of 
the United States abroad have dis- 
closed the fact that in every province 
in every country in Europe, steamship 
companies have agents making al! 
sorts of promises to get people to come 
to this country, many of whom the 
agents know are going to be refused 
admission, simply to get passage 
money. 


BONUS FOR CANAL CONCESSION. 


MOTIVE FOR FILIBUSTERING. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES } 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] It was learned today, on 
what appears to be reliable authority, 
that Sefior Pedro Velez, who recently 
spent a week in this country investi- 
wating the manner in which the United 
States will pay its $10,000,000 bonus for 
a canal concession across the Isthmus 
of Panama, will arrive at Bogota with- 
in a week, and the Colombian Congress 
will at once ratify the treaty with this 
government. It is declared in the same 


Velez's visit was to ascertain whether 
the money would be paid in such man- 
ner that it could be controlled by the 
clique in power, and further, that 
Velez will “leave the fence” and join 
the “clique.” 

According to the informant, the op- 
position to the ratification of the treaty 
has been mere filibustering to delay 
action until Velez could arrive in Bo- 
gota and make his report. It was 
feared by the party in power that the 
United States would have a string to 
the bonus and be able to prevent the 
money from being put to a use that 
would benefit the government of Co- 
lombla. Sefior Velez, it is said, left 
Washington feeling confident that the 
United States would pay the money 
to accredited representatives of the Co- 
lombian government, and that no 
strings of any kind would be attached 


States interest itself in the uses to 
which the money would be put. One 
thing only will be exacted by the 
United States, it will insist that, after 
the ratification, the government of 
Colombia live up to the terms of the 
treaty to the letter. The United States 
will expect the enforcement of every

Aug. 1—Judge 
Lochren today in the United States 
Circuit Court handed down his de- 
cision in the case of the State of Min- 
nesota against the Northern Securi- 
ties Company, the Great Northern 
Railroad Company, the Northern Pa- 
cific Railway Company and James J. 
Hill, as president of the Northern Se- 
curities Company, and individually, in 
which he sustained the contentions of 
the defendants and dismissed the bil: 
of complaint of the State. He finds 
that the Northern Securities Company 
has not violated the State laws forbid- 
ding the consolidation of parallel and 
competing lines of railway, through its 
ownership of the stock of the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific Kail- 
Ways. He refuses the injunctions asked 
by the State of Minnesota to restrain 
the Securities Company from voting 
the stock of the two railroad compa- 
nies, or either of them. . 

This decision affects the results of 
the Federal government’s victory in 
the Circuit Court in no way whatever. 
The Federal suit involved the same 
defendants and the same general state 
of tacts, but was based on a total, 
different contention of law. The Fed- 
eral suit in which the Securities Com- 
pany was beaten was prosecution for 
Violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law passed by the Federal Congress. 
The State suit, in which the Securities 
Company wins, was based on an aile- 
gation that the defendants violated acis 
of the Minnesota Legisiature, forbid- 
ding the consolidation of parallel and 
competing lines of railroad. 

Ine hearing of the State suit was be- 
gun Friday, June 5, before Judga 
Lochren in the Federal Circuit Court. 
It followed the submission of much tes- 
timony by both sides for many months, 
in which Frederick G. Ingersoli o: this 
city acted as referee. The final argu- 
ment lasted five days, in which Attor- 
ney-General Douglass, former Attor- 
ney-General George B. Wilson and At- 
torney M. D. Munn spoke for the State, 
and George B. Young, M. D. Grover 
and C. W. Bunn for the defendants, 
The case was submitted Wednesday, 
June 10. An appeal to the United States 
Supreme Court is now pending in the 
Federal court. Judge Lochren in his 
decision says in part: " 

“The defendant, the Great Northerp 
Company, is a Minnesota corporation, 
which has, as stated in the bill, 
acquired the property rights and fran- 
chises and the management and contre! 
of various specified railway co pora- 
tions; that the defendant, the North- 
ern Pacific Railway Company, is @ 
Wisconsin corporation, which filed ite 
articles of incorporation in Minnesota. 
and in 1896 purchased and acquired al! 
the railroad properties, railway lines 
right-of-way, roiling stock and fran- 
chises of the earlier Northern Pacifia 
Railway Company, and, as also stated 
in the bill, acquired the property rignte 
and franchises and the managemen* 
and control of other specified railwar 
corporations; that said Great Northern 
ami Northern Pacific companies now 
and for many years severally own and 
operate a main line of railways er- 
tending from the cities of Duluth, Sr. 
Paul and Minneapolis, westward across 
the States of Minnesota, North Dakoia. 
Montana, Idaho and Washington ts 
Puget Sound; with many branches 
along the route of said line, and th» 
two systems of railroad are to each 
ther parallel and competing lines of 
railroad, at least between cities and 
towns reached or traversed by the 
lines of both of said two railways, 
among which ars Duluth, St. Paul, 
Minneapclis, Aboka, St. Cloud, Moor- 
head, East Grand Forks and severat 
others towns in the State of Minnesota 
and that a reasonable degree of com

penal offenses by entering into comb!l- 
nations, contracts and arrangements 
in restraint of trade, in violation vf 


the anti-trust act, and hence the 
Northern Securities Company is al- 
ready guilty of these offenses that 


have never been committed, or thought 
of by its officers or promoters, so far 
as appears, and it must be suppressed 
and destroyed, 

“Il am compelled to reject the doc- 
trine that any person can be held to 
have committed, or to be purposing 
and about to commit a highly penal 
offense, merely because it can be shown 
that his pecuniary interests will be 
thereby advanced, and that he has the 
power, either directly by himself or in- 
directly through persuasion or coercion 
of his agents to compass the commis- 
sion of the offense. Decree will be en- 
tered dismissing the bill.” :

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.--Mr. Day, 
assistant to the Attorney-General, was 
asked what effect the decision of 
Judge Lochren for the defendant in

He said: “It can have no effect what- 
ever. The case of the United States 
against the Securities Company was 
brought under the Sherman anti-trust 


law, charged a violation of its pro-

in restraint of interstate commerce.

IN GREATER NEW YORK.

TWO HUNDRED MILES OF STREET 
RAILWAY TRANSFERRED.

Trust Company Takes Control of Mil- 
lions of Dollars Worth of Property 
and Franchises—Covers Borough of 
Queens and Includes Many Branches. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—More than 200 miles 
of electric railway, worth millions of dollars, 
extending throughout Queens and Nassau 
counties, Long Island, has passed into the 
control of a trust company in this city. This 
is probably one of the largest street railroad 
deals made in Greater New York. 

For some time the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company and the interests represented in the 
subway rapid transit are said to have desired 
possession of these railways. Eleven years 
ago the Steinway interesta, which then owned 
the horse-car system in Long Island City, be- 
gan to build a tunnel under the East River. 
The work came to a disastrous end when 3 
dynamite explosion killed several men and did 
$500,000 damage. By means of this tunnel the 
trolley system of Long Island could be made 
@ part of the subway system of Manhattan, 
and several times it has been reported thai 
the electric system of Queens had passed into 
the control of the Belmont interests. Whether 
the trust company represents the Belmont or 
the Pennsylvania Railroad interests cannot be 
learned. 

Among the roads said to have passed into 

the hands of the trust company is the New 
York and Queens County Electric Railway., 
which was owned by a Philadelphia syndicate. 
This road operates branches extending all 
through Athens, to College Point, 
and Jamaica and all through Long Island City. 
It also contrdis the New York and North | 
Shore road, which extends through Jamaica 
and Far Rockaway and connects at Queens 
with the Nassau County Electric Rallway, 
another branch which connects villages in 
Nassau county and expects to send connect- 
ing lines into Suffolk e y. The line also 
skirts the new $2,000,000 track now build- 
ing on the line between Nassau and Queens 
county, to be known as Belmont Park. 
In addition to lines already in operation, 
many unused franchises go with the roads 
purchased, s3 the company acquiring the 
property can practically gridiron the borough 
of Queens,

SMALL PROFITS, SAYS SCOTT.

Journalist Accepts a Horrid

PEKING (China) Aug. 1.—[By Asi- 
atic Cable.] A journalist of this city 


named Shen Chien was execut here 
yesterday.. According to the / official 
report of the execution Chien was be- 


headed, but it became known / tonight 
that the report was false and that the 
condemned man was beaten to death. 
This cruel form of execution“ was in 
accordance with special  ingtructions 
issued by the Dowager Empress, who 
desired to make an example of the 
journalist with which to terrify other 
reformers. The incident is declared to 
be the most horrible that has occurred 
in China since the massacre of 1900. 
Chien went to his horrid doom calmly 
and bravely. / 
The killing occurred in the courtyard 
of the Yamen of the Board of Punish- 
ment. The victim was beaten with 
bamboo rods for two hours, the flesh on 
his back, arms and legs being torn to 
ribbons., After life had apparently be- 
come extinct, the executioners, fearing 
that Chien had merely fainted and 
might revive, twisted a rope tightly 
around his neck and left the body in 
this condition until this morning. 

No person except officials was per- 
mitted to see the prisoner after his ar- 
reat, his friends being denied an inter- 
view with him, and all information re- 
garding his condition being withheld. 
The evidence at the trial was so weak 
that Chien would probably have been 
acquitted had he not boldly proclaimed 
his principles throughout, and his will- 
ingness to die for them. He frankly 
udmitted the charge that he had at- 
tempted to organize a rebellion at Han-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—The state- 
ment of the public debt shows that at 
the close of business July 31, 1903, the 
debt, less cash in the i treasury, 
amounted to $930,023,308, which is an 
increase of $5,011,671 as compared with | 
June, due to a decrease in cash. 

The debt is recapitulated as follows: 
Interest-bearing debt, $914,541.400; debt 
on which interest has ceased since ma- 
turity. $1,205,070; debt bearing no in- 
terest, $392,568,282; total, $1,508,314,752. 
This amount; however, does not in- 
clude $894,257,869 in certificates and 
treasury notes outstanding, which are 
offset by an equal amount of cash in 
the treasury. held for their redemption. 
The cash in the treasury is classified 
as follows: Gold reserve, $150,000,000; 
trust funds, $94,957,869. general fund, 
$166,254,080; in national bank deposi-_ 
tories, $151.662,296; in treasury of Phil- 
ippines to the credit of the United 
States, $4,019.977. The total is $1,566,- 
194,228, against which there are out- 
standing demand NMabilities amounting 
to $987,902,783, which leaves a cash bal- 
ance on hand of $579,291.444.

EXTENSIVE FORESTRY 
WORK CARRIED ON. 


ASADENA is entertaining for a 
Pi days an interesting man in 
the person of William L. Hall, as- 
ant in the Bureau of Forestry at 
\Veshingten, D. C. 

Mr. Hall has been getting under way 
-he work of the forestry investigation 
in this part of the State, and will leave 
tomorrow night for San Francisco, 
where he will join William C. Hodge, 
who has charge of investigations in the 
northern part of the State. Thussduy 
Mr. Hall will sail for the Hawaitun 
Islands in connection with forestry 
business. 

“California has undertaken this ye. 
a thorough study of her forest t°- 
sources,” said Mr. Hall last nigat. 
“The last State Legisiature appropr'- 
ated $15,000 to be used for this pa- 


pose during the next two years, with | 


the understanding that a like amour: 
be contributed by the Bureau of Fr 
estry of the United States Departmen: 
of Agriculture, and that the work be 
carried on by this bureau. 

“It is the plan of the State to obtaia 
as a result of this work a basis for a 
State forest policy to be establisn:! 
Other States in which the 
forest interests are no greater than 
those of California have adopted scien- 
tific systems for the beer protection 
and use of their forests, Pennsylvania. 
New York, Minnesota, Maine, Mich- 
and Wisconsin, have much sys- 
tems and are profiting greatly by the. 
and constantly improving them. 

“More than twenty men of the Bri- 


reau of Forestry are now detailed to 
the work in California. Some are 
working individually and others in 


parties of four or more. Five men ue 
working in the heavily-wooded regions 
at the northern end of the State, de 
termining boundaries of forest reserves 
and their condition. The forest reserve 
work is in charge of Albert F. Potter, 
locatéd at San Francisco. ; 

“A forest map of California will be 
made, showing the location of all for- 
est area, and classifying them accord- 
ing to their character, condition and 
ownership. In connection with the for- 
est map there will be a study of im- 
portant commercia! trees of the State, 
such as the redwood, the sugar pine 
and yellow pine. An investigation will 
be made of the effects of lurnbering in 
order to determine which method of 
management should be undertaken for 
the cut-over lands. It is of great im- 
portancé to know definitely what course 
it will be best for lumbermen to adopt 
in handling these cut-over lands. 

“The investigations in Southern Cal- 
ifornia are being carried on along 
three principal lines. First, a study of 
the conditions under which the forest 
reproduces itself; second, an investiga- 
tion of the relative value of chaparral 
as a cover on the slopes where there 
are at presegt only a few trees or 
where none at all will grow; and third, 
an examination of the planted groves 
of eucalyptus, which have been started 
from time to time in this part of the 
State. 

“The study of the conditions govern- 


ried on in typical areas located in dif- 
ferent parts of the mountains. These 
Sample areas will be so distributed 
that each one will show some definite 
feature and throw light on how the 
young trees act under given conditions, 
For example, one area will be on land 
formerly grazed by sheep; another on 
a section which has been cut over for 
lumber and is growing up from seed 
scattered by the trees left by the log- | 
ger; other areas will show the effect 
that slope, aspect, soll and situation 
have on the small trees. 3 

The great enemy of the forest in all 
stages of growth is fire, and this phase 
of the question will receive particular 
attention. The study of the burned-over 
areas will lead to a knowledge of how 
the trees act after fire, provided that 
any escaped, and what the best meth- 
ods of establishing other trees are. 
The study of the fire question will also 
include an investigation as to the best 
methods of preventing forest fires and 
of checking and controlling those 
which do get started. ; 

“The study of the chaparral is being 
made to see how well the various spe- 
cles which are incladed under this 
term will protect the soil on the slopes 
where trees do not grow now and pre- 
vent the quick run-off and excessive 
erosion which occur on bare slopes. 
The term chaparral includes a consid- 
erable number of small trees and 


| ing natural reproduction will be car- 


“shrubs such as manzanita, scrub oak 


and cherry, buckthorn and the like, 
and it is part of the foresters’ work to 
see just what value each of these has 
and how the valuable kinds may be 
best propagated and increased. There 
also the fire question plays a great 
part and enters largely into the inves- 
tigation... In connection with this, T. 
P. Lukens of Pasadena several years 
ago interested the Bureau of Forestry 
in fire conditions in this section and has 
achieved excellent results in showing 
what trees will grow in these condi- 
tions and how they should be planted. 
In the eucalyptus investigation the 
field work will consist of careful meas- 
urements of the amount of wood which 
can be got from groves of various ages, 
together with a study of the habits of 
the tree as to its rate of growth, in 
height and size. From these measure- 
ments it will be possible to predict 
about what may be expected of a grove 
of eucalyptus if planted under certain 
conditions and in a given part of the 
State. The relative value of the sev- 
eral species will also be carefully 
looked into.

VENTURA, Aug. 1.—The merchants, 
shippers and citizens generally of this 
city are up in arms at the latest move 
of the Southern Pacific, which has de- 
cided not to stop its Coast Line limited 
trains at this point in future. Retal- 
iatory talk is in the air. The business 
men threaten in future to do no more 
shipping by the Southern Pacific until 
justice is done in the matter. And as 
such a step would vitally affect Los 
Angeles wholesale merchants, it is 
hoped by this to enlist the sympathy 
of the merchants of the southern me- 
tropolis in the fight. 

A prominent merchant said today in 
speaking of the slap of the railroad 
company: This action of the South- 
ern Pacific is simply an outrage upon 
the people of this town and county. It 
calls for retaliation upon the part of 
the people of this town, and there is 
only one thing to be done. We will 
cease to patronize the Southern Pacific. 
The business men are agreed that in 
the future when a Los Angeles dfum- 
mer appears he will be told that we are 
now patronizing San Francisco houses 
and shipping our goods by sea; that 
we will ship nothing more over the 
Southern Pacific lines until the rail- 
road company gives us recognition. We 
will go further than that, for we will 
insist that the railroad run its trains 
through the town at a speed of eight 
miles an hour, according to the read- 
ing of its franchise. It now runs as 
it pleases over Front street, trains 
often reaching a speed of fifty miles an 
hour. We shall insist that it obey the 
law in this regard. Ventura has suf- 
fered at the arrogance of the Southern 
Pacific, and it is getting weary of it.

Members of the Chamber of Com- 


merce and their ladies, over 400 in all, 
crowded the special train put at their 
disposa! yesterday afternoon to attend 
the formal opening of the new plant of 
the Pacific Art Tile Company at Trop- 
ico. 

The start was made from the Arcade 
depot at 2:15 o’clock, and when the ex- 
cursionists rolled up to the seat of the 
beautiful industry which is new to the 
Pacific Coast, the long brick building 
was half surrounded by rigs and bi- 
cycles of the people who had gathered 

im from the countryside to view, and 
many to participate in, one of the 
biggest “doings” ever done in the vale 
of Tropico. It was a momentous oc- 
casion for the Tropicoan tribe, for it 
ia prophesied that the name of their 
capital is to be emblazoned high on the 
list of the world's art-pottery centers. 
A soon as they descended from the 
train the visitors were conducted 
through the various departments of 

he tile factory, led by Col. Griffith J. 
“brimtn and members of the factory 
staff, and the processes 

eces of admirabie art from the crude 
fornia soil were inspected, from 
iles to the art room. 

1 of the quarter ofa 
million dollar factory was laid August 
24, 1902, and for a month or more work 
mas been done on the different samples 
of art tiles which the institution is to 
turn out in commercial quantities; 80 
that the guests attendant upon the 
formal opening were able to see a fine 

collection of the finished product. 

After viewing the different depart- 
ments, the interested throng was ush- 
ered into the big packing and forward- 
{ng room, 75x100 feet in size, where 
suitable preparations had been made 
for the brief ceremonial of the after- 
noon. Seats were arranged across the 
zoom before a canopied platform, upon 
which the members of the Chamber of 
Commerce committee were invited to 
take their places, beside Col. Griffith.

GRIFFITH'S SPEECH. 

When Col. Griffith, the chief host, 
rose to speak, he was warmly greeted. 
He outlined the purpose of the new art 
institution briefly, as follows: 

“Your presence here today in such 
large numbers is an evidence that the 
establishment of a new industry on 


the Pacific Coast is an event of no 


little tmportance. It means that nu- 
merous deposits of clay, otherwise 
worthiess, may be utilized for the pro- 
duction of articles which are now man- 
ufactured exclusively on the other side 
of the continent, and are necessarily 


subject to a heavy freight in the 
transit of 2500 miles of railway. 
“But, while this great saving in 


freight insures the success of the en- 
terprise, there is another consideration 
which will have weight in the minds of 
all those within the sound of my voice. 
A new industry so extensive as thé one 
we are inaugurating today means the 
Profitable employment of many persons, 
enabling them to earn a livelihood for 
themselves and their families, and con- 


sequentiy the planting of new homes 


and promoting a healthy and perma- 
nent growth of the community. 

Realizing that our employés must 
have homes, and desiring that they 
shall be pleasantly situated, the di- 
rectors have set aside a considerable 
tract of land, which will be tranverseq 
by broad, shaded streets, and furnish 
sites for 200 residences and cottages. 

“The name of our company implies 
that we propose to produce art tiles for 
internal decoration. Business statistics 
show that more than 1.500, 00 square 
feet of floor and wall tiles are annually 
consumed on the Pacific Coast, and 
there is no establishment for making 
them west of Indianapolis. But the 
consumption of these goods, both East 
and on this Coast, is constantly in- 
creasing, and if we could turn out 
1,000,000 square feet per year, which is 
about our present capacity, we should 
not then supply more than one-half of 
our home demand in the immediate fu- 
ture. So the prospects are that we 
shall be kept pretty busy for some time 
to come. 

“But there are other things which 
can be made from our extensive beds of 


Clay. There is an enormous consump- 


tion of what is called sanitary ware, 
used by plumbers in all modern resi- 
dences and public buildings—on this 
Coust; and as these goods are very 
heavy, the freight is a very large part 
of their cost. Many of the clays we 
have examined are extremely well 
suited for the production of these 
goods and the erection of another fac- 
tory building for this purpose is con- 
templated at an early date.”

AVINGS OF YEARS 
TAKEN BY HIGHWAYMEN. 


—⅛ͤ — 

D. C. GREGG HANDLED ROUGHLY BY 
THREE ROBBERS. 

Held Up on Santa Monica Bluff and 
Relieved of Seven Hundred Dollars 


“With Which He Intended to Provide 
a Home for Intended Bride. ; 


While walking from Santa Monica 
to Port Los Angeles to call upon his 
flancée for the purpose of delivering 
her his savings of years with which 
they were to build a home, D. G. 
Gregg, who lives at No. 321 East Sec- 
ond street in this city, was held up 
late Friday evening by three men and 
robbed of $704.50, all the money he 
had in the world. 

The highwaymen evidently knew what 
Gregg was coming on that night, and 
that he was to have the money on his 
person, for the detectives have learned 
the means by which they probably se- 
cured that information. It was impos- 
sible for Gregg to make any resist- 
ance, even had he been so disposed, 
as the highwaymen first got the drop 
on him, one of his arms had deen 
fractured and was in a sling, and there 
were three of them who seized him be- 
fore he could make an outcry. There 
are no houses within half a mile of 
the scene of the robbery, which was 
committed on the high bluff overlook- 
ing the ocean about midway between 
Santa Monica and Santa Monica 
Cafion. The highwaymen had ample 
opportunity to make their escape, but 
even if the guilty men should be cap- 
tured it is doubtful if their victim 
would be able to identify them. 
After the robbery Gregg returned 
to Santa Monica and reported to the 
authorities there. Upon their advice 
he came at once to Los Angeles and 
reported the case to the detectives, giv- 
ing as good a description as possible 
of the men who had robbed him, but 
that description was not sufficienily 
full and accurate to enable the offi- 
cers to have much on which to begin 
work. 

According to his story to the de- 
tectives, Gregg is engaged to marry 
a woman who lives near the shore end 
of the Southern Pacific wharf at Port 
Los Angeles. He had been calling on 
her for months, and they intended to 
erect a home for themselves near 
where she now resides. He was en- 
gaged in the dairy business and saved 
all the money he could until he had 
accumulated $700, which was consid- 
ered sufficient to start the home. At 
his suggestion she consented to become 
custodian of the money until the con- 
tract for the house could be let. He 
wrote several letters to her in which 
he mentioned the fact that he pro- 
posed to bring the money to her, and 
since the robbery it has been learned 
that two of these letters miscarried 
and that she did not receive them. If 
either of them fell into the hands of 


Monica Cafion, and there are many 
toughs there, it would be easy enough 
for the recipient to let two compan- 
ions in on the secret and lay plans to 
rob Gregg the next time he appeared. 

Such a conspiracy 
formed and the robbers knew that the 
amount to be secured was worth tak- 
ing chances for. The robbers secreted 
themselves behind a clump of trees on 
the bluff, and when Gregg came along 
in the darkness one of them sprang out 
and covered him with a revolver, or- 
dering him to throw up his hands. A 
second robber sprang upon him and 
tried to lift his crippled arm, with such 
violence that the splints were torn 
loose, causing Gregg such pain that he 
cried out. A third man placed his 
hand over the victim’s mouth and 
told him to keep still. Gregg begged 
them not to murder him and explained 
that one of his arms was broken. The 
highwaymen then searched him, and 
the first pocket contained the purse in 
which was his $700. They went through 
his other pockets and secured $4.50 in 
silver, leaving him without a cent. 
Then they ordered him to move on

Can Prove His Breeding. 


A young naval officer returned to the 
city recently from an extended cruise 
throughout the waters of the eastern 
hemisphere, and, as usual, brought 
home many curious and unusual things. 
Of these none is more worthy of men- 
tion than an exceedingly handsome 
specimen of the English bulldog, pre- 
sented to the officer by a friend, who 
resides in a remote and old-fashioned 
quarter of England. In the opinion of 
local canine experts this particular an- 
imal, Rex is his name, is perfect so 
far as form is concerned, but exceed- 
ingly off color.“ In fact, Rex is what 
nowadays is very rarely seen in bull- 
dogs, a bright buff, or orange yellow, 
and this color spoils him as a show an- 
imal. The fashionable color for mod- 
ern bulldog, bull terriers, etc., is brin- 
died black and dun, with or without 
white spots; in fact, most any color 
other than yellow. 

Yet in one sense this same yellow 
color should render Rex doubly valua- 
ble. Buff or orange yellow was the 
original color of the English bulldog, 
back in the days of good Queen Bess, 
and down as late as the days when 
Dickens wrote of Bill Sikes. Then, for 
some reason, the yellow color became 
unpopular, and breeders set about 
eliminating the objectionable hue, so 
that for nearly a century the yellow 
bulldog has been a thing unknown an 
forgotten. | 

Yet in certain old-fashioned stock- 
raising districts of England, such as 
the West Riding of Yorkshire, the 
primitive buff-yellow bulldog still ex- 
ists, and continues to be the favorite of 
drovers who employ the animal for the 
same purposes their ancestors used 
him for centuries ago, and from which 
the animal received the name, namely, 
for catching and holding flerce and in- 
tractable male bovines by the nose. 
Cattle are extremely sensitive about 
the noses, and a strong, courageous 
bulldog can seize and hold a refractory 
bovine for any short length of time un- 
til secured with ropes, the huge animal 
fearing to move lest the pain to his 
sensitive nostrils be increased by the 
sharp teeth of the dog. Therefore, 
who first saw the light of day in the 
region where the primitive bulldog is 
still to be found, deserves mention as 
the sole specimen of the ancient race 
of English bulldogs in Washington, if 
not in the entire East. Washington 
Post.

AKERS’ STRIKE 18 
PASSED UP BY UNION. 


— — 


PROVES A FIZZLE, LIKE MAJORITY 
OF ITS KIND. | 


— — 


Agitators. Failed to Make Their Usual 
Trouble, and Matter is for the Pres- 
ent, Settled—Boss Bakers Could Not 
and Would Net Meet Demands of the 
Union. 


Another strike has “died a bornin'.“ 

Like one of their own overfermented 
loaves of bread, the proposed walkout 
of the bakers swelled up, grew big for 
a brief space—then burst—fell all over 
itself, and finally dwindled back into 
the lump of dough from which it came. 

Last night after mature deliberation 
Retail Bakers’ Union, No. 37, did one 
of the few sensible things that have 
been charged up to organized labor in 
Los Angeles since the demagogue dele- 
gates took hold of it—turned their dic- 
tatorial demands down. The trouble- 
makers, as usual, wanted a strike. 
They demanded“ ten hours’ pay for 
eight hours’ work, doubtless so they could 
get a larger cut“ out of the proceeds, 
That they did not get it is due to the 
good sense of the conservative element 
in the Retail Bakers’ Union which held 
out strongly and prevented the strike 
proposition from receiving the three- 
quarters vote that is necessary to call 
out the men. A 

Meetings of the boss bakers and of 
the union were held at different places 
last night, but the result was the 
same—there will be no strike. The 
boss bakers met to discuss war meas- 
ures, and put themselves on a business 
footing; the union met to call a strike, 
but remained to call it all off. A com- 
mittee then waited upon 
informed them that there would be no 
walkout Monday. 

George Peterman, proprietor of the 
Superior Bakery, and one of the big- 
gest employers of the trade in the city, 
said last night: 

We had almost worked ourselves to 
wishing that the bakers would strike, 
not because we want trouble, but be- 
cause we are pretty well satisfied they 
called it off this time because they did 
not feel quite strong enough to go 
through with it. We have made all 
kinds of concessions to the union in the 
last six months, and have been willing 
at 1 to do anything within rea- 
gon, t as to payi our men ten 
hours’ wages for eight hours’ work, 
why, we simply cannot do it. I am 
paying two of my 
week, with board. 
recompensed in Los Angeles, and 
— think the union had any kick com- 
ng.“

The ships’ anchors in gen use, up 
to the beginning of the 1 century, 
consis of a long, round iron shank, 
havin two comparatively short, 
straight arms or flukes, inclined to the 
shank at an angle of about 40 deg., arid 
meeting it in a somewhat sharp point 
at the crown. 
marks 
wooden stock was built up of severa! 
pieces, hooked together, the whole tap- 
ering outward to the ends, especially on 
the aft or cable side. About the begin- 
ning of the last century a clerk in the 
Plymouth naval yard, Pering by name, 
certain improvements, the 
most important of which was making 
the arms curved instead of straight. 
At first sight this simple change may 
seem of little value, but consideration 
will show that this is not the case. The 
holding power of an anchor depends on 
two prineipal conditions, namely, the 
extent of useful holding surface and 
the amount of vertical penetration. 
The latter quality is necessary on ac- 
count of the nature of ordinary sea 
bottome, the surface layers of which 
are generally less tenacious and resist- 
— than is the ground a short distance 

ow. 

In the year 1831 chain cables began to 


supersede the hempen ones, with the 


result that the long-shanked anchors 
thitherto in vogue were no longer nec. 
essary, anchors with shorter 
shanks and with heavier and stronger 
crowns gradually came into use. In 
consequence of these c a com- 
mission was appointed in the year 1838 
to inquire into the holding power of 
anchors, and a principal result of their 
labors was the adoption of the so-called 
Admirality pattern anchor, which con- 
tinued to be used In the navy up to the 
year 1860. The invention of the steam 
hammer in 1842 made the welding of 
heavy masses of iron a comparatively 
easy and reliable process, so that from 
this time onward the strength of an- 
chors fully kept pace with that of the 


| chain cables which had come into gen- 


eral use. 
A number patents for anchors were 
taken out prior to the great exhibition 
of 1851, and public attention having 
been called to the models there shown, 
in the following year a committee was 
appointed by the admiraity to report 
on the qualifications of anchors of the 
various kinds. Practical trials were 
then instituted, and, as a result, Trot- 
man's anchor took the highest place. 
Rodger’s anchor being second on the 
list. Some of the tests to which 
anchors were submitted were of doubt. 
ful value, such, for instance, as “‘facil- 
ity for sweeping.” Nowadays, however, 
at all events for deep ships in shallow 
harbors, it is considered an advantage 
for an anchor to offer as little obstruc- 
tion as possible above the ground.

BPASADENA, Office of The Times, No. 
2 South Raymond avenue, Aug. 2.— 
Time has proved that the strange cure 
of Miss Alice Dane by a lucky misfor- 
tune,” which was noted in these col- 
umns Tuesday last, is a lasting one.

A a substitute for the tax on real 
property it is proposed to tax the ren- 
tal value of the property.

There 
is to be no tax upon rent from persons 
who are free from the personal or 
income tax. In the case of a family 
the head thereof is taxed for the in- 
come of his wife and other members 
of the family, as well as his own. The 
father of children is allowed an ex- 
emption from taxation on 58 per cent. 
of his total income if he has two or 
three children, of 10 per cent. if he has 
four or five, and 15 per cent. if he has 
more than five. 

In estimating the tax on house rent 
in towns of more than 5000 inhabitants, 
the amount of rent exempted from 
taxation is increased one-fifth for each 
child over and above the first one. 
The proposed measure is lengthy and 
provision is made for administration. 
adjudication and _ collection of the 
amounts due the government. 

It is said of England that t the in- 
come tax was honestly returned by 
every citizen the government would 
derive sufficient money therefrom to 
pay all the expenses without any fur- 
ther taxation.

The Mexican Army. 

Most Americans, if asked to tell the 
strength of the Mexican army, would 
voice the general opinion that it con- 
sisted of a few thousands of the irregu- 
lar, nondescript sort so common in 
Latin-American States. Turn to some 
year almanac, however, and one finds 
that the peace strength is 40,000; that 
50,000 men, trained regular soldiers, 
most of them veterans, are available at 
a fortnight’s notice, and 100,000 would 
be ready in another two weeks. The 
United States is supposed to have no 
more than 50,000 men at command, The 
military strength of the army of any 
nation is not to be judged by the mere 
count of a few thousand one way or the 
other, but by its conditions or “fitness,” 
as the English say, and in this light 
the facts concerning Gen. Porfirio 
Diaz's very capable military support 
are worth knowing. ,

OFIA, July 12.—Unless all signs 
8 fail, there is increasing danger that 

the world will be startled presently 
by a crime in Bulgaria that will closely 
resemble that in Servia, with unhappy 
Prince Ferdinand as the victim. The 
tragedy that was enacted at Belgrade 
by the officers of the Servian army 
would be nothing more than a pleasant 
diversion for the sinister plotters of the 
Macedonian revolutionary committee, 
skilled as they are in death-dealing, 
and one fine morning the world may 
wake up to hear that the Prince of Bul- 
garia has been butchered in his own 


The statesmen of Europe are aware 
of this, and they are already beginning 
to make their ‘preparations for an

event which would be as little mourned 
by some of them as was the ssina- 
tion of the two mis-rulers of Servia. 
Prince Ferdinand, too, is well acquaint- 
ed with the danger that menaces his 
life, and he recently returned to Sofia 
from a tour round Eastern Europe, 
which he took for the purpose of ob- 
taining from one or more of the great 
powers that protection which he can- 
— hope to find among his own sub- 


After the Belgrade tragedy Prince 
Ferdinand drew up a hysterical appeal 
to the powers to punish the Servian 
regicides, urging that to leave them 
unpunished would have the inevitable 
effect of encouraging the assassination 
of unbeloved sovereigns everywhere. 
and especially in Bulgaria. But his 
representations remained without ef- 
fect. His frantic petitions for protec- 
tion, backed as they were by the 
Weighty influence of his mother, Prin- 
cess Clementine of Coburg, were ut- 
terly ignored, for Ferdinand of Bul- 
aria is disliked by all the emperors, 

kings and governments of Europe. He 
is a prince with a past, and a past that 
Will not bear even the: most tolerant 
investigation.

It 
is true that Stambuloff remained Pre- 
mier of Bulgaria from 4837, the date 
of Ferdinand’s elevation to the throne. 
till 1894, but during the whole of this 
period he was continuously the target 
for the bullets of assassins hired to re- 
move the man who hed successfully 
thwarted Russia's plans for the future 
of Bulgaria. Prince Ferdinand, so far 
‘from protesting against crimes which 
‘were attempted by Russian agents, or 
‘taking measures to protesct the life of 
his chief minister, watched the blows 
aimed at Stambuloff’s heart with in- 
‘concealed pleasure, and on occasion, at 
least, he afforded the would-be assas- 
lsins unusual facilities for escape after 
their attempt had failed. 

A COLD-BLOODED MURDER.

(publicly known in Bulgaria, as his

ough eight years have eiapsec,

sackcloth and ashes for admission to 
the Austrian Emperor's presence, Fran- 
cis Joseph has remained firm, being un- 
able to forget that the princes hands 
are stained with the blood of the man 
who was his greatest benefactor.

ANNA SIMON’S FATE. 
The other murder for Prince 
Ferdinand was responstole was that 
of the Hungarian singer, Anna Simon, 
who met with death in 1897. Anna 
Simon, who had been in the Prince's 
confidence for some time, became in- 
cenvenient to him, and he handed her 
over to his most intimate friend, Capt. 
Boitscheff, giving the latter instruc- 
tions to get rid of hér as silently as 
possible, for she was in possession of 
compromising information in regard to 
the murder of Stambuloff. A few davs 
later, Anna Simon's corpse was dragged 
out of the Danube, and it soon trans- 
pired that she had been enticed to 
Nikopol by Capt. Boitsc „ who had 
then pitched her into the swift streain 
of the trans-European river. No steps, 
however, were taken to arrest Capt. 
Boitscheff till the Austrian Minister at 
Sofia brought strong pressure to bear 
on Bulgaria, and eventually compelled 
the Bulgarian authorities to put the 
captain on trial for murder.

which the murderer remained silent as 
to the prime instigator of the crime. 
He was found guilty and sentenced to 
death by hanging; the soldier's privi- 
lege of being shot was denied him on 
account of the peculiarly atrocious 
character of the murder. After his 
condemnation, Ferdinand visited him 
in his prison cell, and kept his mouth 
closed by reiterated promises of a par- 
don before the day fixed for the execu- 
tion. To convince Boitscheff of the sin- 
cerity of his intentions, he even caused 
his gentle wife, Princess Marie Louise, 
to visit the murderer in the condemned 
cell and bring him dainty morsels fromm 
the palace dinner table, a procedure 
that exposed the Princess to unjust and 
scandalous comment. 

Half an hour before the execution 
took place, Ferdinand paid Boltscheff 
a visit, and repeated once more his 
promise to drag the culprit out of the 
very jaws of death, and when the ex- 
ecution party came to fetch him, Boit- 
scheff was still confident that he would 
be saved at the last minute. The scaf- 
fold, when he saw it, had no terrors for 
him, and the rope was round his neck 
before he realized that Ferdinand had 
played him false. He was hanged, but 
Ferdinand's repeated visits to him in 
prison, together with evidence of per- 
sons who were privy to the original in- 
structions given to Capt. Roitscheff in 
regard to Anna Simon, afforded suffi-

Hencefore she was 
an unhappy woman, and her early 
death after six years of wedded life, 
during which she endured many slights 
and cruelties from Ferdinand, was a 
welcome relief from worldy sorrows. 
WANTS TO BE A KING. 

Ever since he ascended the throne, 
Ferdinand’s burning ambition has been 
to exchange the title of prince for that 
of a full-blown king, and his efforts in 
this direction have n ceaseless. 
First he tried Russia and Austria, in 
turn, and achieving no success thus, he 
turned his attention to the Sultan, 
and journeyed to Constantinople to kiss 
Abdul Hamid’s hand, an act that 
brought him into disrepute at every 
court in Europe, for it was felt that 
royalties as a class had suffered a loss 
of prestige when one of their num 
kissed the hand of a Moslem and semi 
barbarian monarch. : 

So long as he thought it would serve 
his own ends Ferdinand was a warm 
supporter of the Macedonian move- 
ment, and rendered the Revolutionary 
Committee at Sofia invaluable aid in 
the long series of political murders 
which they perpetrated in the Balkans 
in the name of their cause. It was only 
when he perceived that the Mace- 
donian movement was a dangerous 
plaything that Ferdinand stopped 
short and became an adherent of law 
and order in Macedonia. 

Ferdinand's lack of personal courage 
is well illustrated by an incident which 
occurred last autumn at the annual 
army maneuvers, which the Russian 
Grand Duke Nicholas attended. In his 
tent one morning Prince Ferdinand 
found a letter in which was revealed 
a plot to kill him on the maneuver 
field and proclaim his son Boris Prince 
of Bulgaria under a military regency. 
Ferdinand at once caused the maneu- 
vers to be broken off, made hasty ex- 
cuses to the Grand Duke, and took the 
next train across the Bulgarian fron- 
tier to make a foreign tour, and he 
stayed away till his ministers gave 
him a sufficient guarantee that he 
could return without danger. Never- 
theless, Ferdinand lives a life of 
perpetual anxiety, worse even than 
that which the Czar of Russia en- 
dures. His fellow-rulers despise him, 
and his own people hate him as a for- 
eligner and an alien in religion, and he 
feels that he is a doomed man. Still he 
clutches his princely crown and hopes 
that before the assassin's knife or bul- 
let overtakes him he may be called 
King. 

No ONE WILL MARRY EIM. 

Even if the outcry in the rest of Eu- 
rope against the Belgrade atrocity 
should save Prince Ferdinand from a 
similar fate, it seems scarcely Hkely 
at present that he can escape deposi- 
tion. His people are wildly excited b 
the reports of massacres which reac 
them from Macedonia, and have come 
to believe that Turkey means to kill 
all Bulgarians caught outside of Bul- 
garia, on the ground that these wan- 
dering subjects of Ferdinand are re- 
sponsible for most of the agitation 
against the Sultan in Macedonia. The 
Bulgarian troops are in sympathy with 
this idea, ank eonsequently wholly out 
of sympathy with Ferdinand, who !s 
trying to keep them in check. Mean- 
While Turkish soldiers are multiptying 
on the Bulgarian borders and the pros- 
pect of a war grows stronger every 
day that the powers neglect Ferdi- 
mand's appeal to makeethe Sultan cease 
his provocations. The Macedonian ag- 
itators openly favor Ferdinand’s de- 
thronement—an act that would be al- 
most certain to result in bloodshed. 

The Prince is handicapped in not 
having a wife on whose relations he 
could count for aid. The few available 
Russian Grand Duchesses look askance 
at his record and his tettering throne, 
and German Princesses are equally 
shy. although the would-be King is 
reported to have offered all the induce- 
ments in his power. There are re- 
ligious difficulties, too, for although he 
is nominally a Roman Catholic, his 
proceedings with regard to Prince 
Boris leave him in bad odor with those 
of his own faith. 

The Prince is intensely superstitious 
and is said to cherish a belief that his 
fate will overtake him either on a 
Friday. or on the 13th of the month. 
If his forebodings are not fulfilled, he 
will have only his mother to thank. 
The Princess Clementine, who has just 
celebrated her eighty-fourth birthday 
at Ebenthal in Lower Austria, is one 
of those wonderful old folk whose fac- 
ulties seem to improve with age. She

Record of Exports of United States 
Through Mexico— Army’s 
New Uniforms.

[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
CITY OF MEXICO, July 27.—Prepa- 
rations are already under way for the 
fitting celebration of Independence 
Day, September 16. The day preced- 
ing, is the birthday of Gen. Diaz, and 
and as the national festivities really 
commence at midnight of the 165th, 
the moment in which Hidalgo rung the 
Liberty Bell in the little Guanajuato 
village in 1810, the two days coalesce 
as one, and the thankegiving song of 
the nation wreathes round the hero of 
Mexico, the man who has made possi- 
ble a history of golden glory.

A meeting was held on Thursday by 
the members of the Circle of Friends 
of Gen. Diaz, a political organization 
which assumes each year the arrange- 
ments for the proper celebration of the 
national feast days of September. It 
was decided td present Gen. Dias with 
a memorial address, and on the even- 
ing of the 15th hold a grand serenade 
and torchlight procession with mu- 
minations and fireworks in the plaza 
during the commemorative hours pre- 
ceding the ringing of the Liberty Bell 
and the cry of Hidalgo by the Presi- 
dent. An immense entertainment by 
the scholars the primary schools of 
Mexico is als proposed, and free per- 
formances at various theaters. The 
Mexicans are truly Japanese in their

From Guadalajara the chief 
export was $7432.50 in bullion gold, 
and from Guanajuato bullion silver to 
value of $33,633.55, although gold bul- 
lion was the second item from the 
great silver State of Guanajuato. 
From Oaxaca the chief export during 
that quarter was coffee to the value 
of. $30,262.12. From the rich State of 
Puebla, whose return was $56,032.05, or 
one-third the exports of the five States 
named. the chief export during the 
quarter was goat skins valued at $34,-

The 
Sanitary feature of this apparatus ex- 
ists in dispensing entirely with the use 
of cups and glasses. The general de- 
sign of the fountain ts shown in the 
accompanying cut. The flow of water 
is regulated by a convenient stop-cock, 
and the person desiring to make use of 
the fountain leans over the font and 
manipulating the stop-cock Causes a 
flow of water to be prejected upwards 
into the open mouth above. The over- 
flow falls back onto the top of the 
flat surface below, thereby maintain- 
ing this in a cleanly ‘condition and re- 
moving all possible infection near the 
source of supply. As the nozzle 
through which the stream is projected 
is covered, it precludes the possibility 
of any one drinking directly therefrom. 


Cigars on a Ribbon. 


An improved method of packing 
cigars is shown in the accompanying 
cut, which has for its object the means 


of facilitating the sending of cigars 


and othér similar articles by automatic 
machinery. In this case the cigars 
are packed on a long ribbon of paper 
which not only enables these delicate 
pieces to be handled by slot machines, 
but also offers a means of protection 
while in the pocket. 

Another feature of this invention is 
that it may be used as a means of 
preventing or detecting thefts from the

single cigar could be detected.

PELEE’S OBELISK. | 
The Mighty Tower of Rock Which the 
Eruption Left Behind—One of World’s 
Greatest Sights. 

[Philadelphia Press.] Fresh from 
what he terms the most wonderful 
spectacle nature has ever presented, 

Prof. Angelo Heilprin is back in Phil- 

adelphla after a two months visit to 


Mont Peiée on the island of Martin- 
iq 


ue. 
“The distinguishing feature of Mont 
Pelée,” he says, and that which makes 
this volcano unique among the volca- 
noes of the world, is the giant tower or 
obelisk of rock which is being ex- 
truded from the summit of the newly 
made cone, which obelisk now rises 
up in supreme grandeur over 5000 feet 
high and almost vertically %40 feet 
above the summit of the cone proper, 
with a thickness at the base of from 
300 to 380 feet. 

“Looking at this obelisk of solid lava 
from the rim of the crater as I did 
at the time of my latest ascent of the 
volcano on June 13, the scene that 
presented itself was of unequaled 
grandeur, and having fully in mind 
the grand scenes of nature that I 
have already witnessed, the Alps, the 
Grand Cafion of the Colorado, the Yo- 
semite, and the great ice flelds of the 
Arctic North, it seems to be well with- 
in the truth to say that this scene sur- 
passes all others. 

“One can form no conception of its 
magnificence and _ terrorizing aspect. 
The old summit of Mont Pelée, which 
was rounded and about 4000 feet high, 
is now overtopped by this new creation 
by nearly 1000 feet, so that the apex 
of the volcano, which surpasses’ the 
old dome, is found at a height of 5200 
feet above the sea, and the cone, to- 
gether with its surmounted obelisk. has 
still. surrounding it a crater basin of 
about 300 feet depth, over which great 
puffs of steam and sulphur vapor are 
being emitted, showing that the activ- 
ity of the volcano is not yet still. 

“The appearance of this obelisk or 
monument on the summit of the vol- 
cano, transfixing its cone and virtu- 
ally blocking it, Is no less remarkable 
than the conditions which are involved 
In its making. There is no question 
rising 
to twice the height of the Washington 
monument at Washington, with four 
times ites thickness, Is being pushed up 
bodily, and has been pushed out in 
this manner to its full present height. 
The voleanic stress that has lifted 
it is the same which in other volcea- 
noes ejects flowing lava, but in this 
particular instance the molten matter 
within the volcano has hardened de- 
fore it has left the lip 4f the crater, 
and comes out as a united solid. Hence 
the lava instead of overflowing simply 
mounts up higher and higher into 
space. 

“To what extent this head may still 
be carried in the future it 16 impossi- 
ble to say. The aspect that is now 
presented is one that is unique in the 
history of volcanoes, and it itself wil! 
tell in weeks or months to come what 
the possibilities of this new form of 
construction or new type of activity 
may be. 

“This vast obelisk, which gives the 
appearance as seen from St. Pierre of 
a monument erected by nature to the 
dead is slightly arched or curved in 
the direction of the destroyed city. On 
the opposite side it arises with a well 
nigh vertical face and presents a per- 
fectly smooth, almost polished surface.

casted the logical, 
come of the prevailing movement in the | ge! 


‘the inevitable out- 


perilous direction of industrial usurpa- 
tion and despotism, unless that move- 
ment be firmly checked by the mighty 
power of an aroused public opinion 
brought to bear directly against it. 
For industrial despotism, as we have 
seen, when once “in the saddle,” has 
no logical halting place; it does not of 
its own volition stay its march; no 
“labor leader has the sense or the pa- 
triotism to cry Halt! to his followers 
at the supreme moment, namely, before 
the head of the column has neared 
the danger line. That perilous march, 
if not stayed by the power of public 
opinion, must in the end be rudely ar- 
rested by the strong arm of the gov- 
ernment, in order that no encourage- 
ment shall be given in the future to 
like attempts at yet further aggres- 
sions upon the inalienable rights of 
citizens. 


Dangerous : Leaders—Deluded Followers. 


By far the worst phase of the labor 
problem lie in the fact that s0- 
called “organized” labor is so often 


badly advised and ignorantly led. Too 
many of its leaders have shown, in 
conspicuous instances, an utter lack 
of any accurate conception of the true 
spirit and genius of our republican 
system—an utter disregard of the law- 
ful rights of that far larger body 
workmen who are not lined up in the 
ranks of the labor leagues. They have 
shown themselves to be, not true 
friends of labor, broadly speaking, but 
its narrow and deluded enemies. They 
have proved themselves to be blin 
unsafe aders. beige | have exhibite 
small knowledge of the true principles 
of industrial economics. By their 
course in promoting strikes and con- 
sequent idleness they seem to say to 
workingmen: “Idleness is better for 
ou than employment; stop work and 
ive off the others.” Such advice is 
folly and madness concentrated. The 
man who advises another to refuse em- 
ployment and wages, when he needs 
them, is a bad counselor. 

You have detected the danger that 
lies in the monstrous doctrine that the 
inalienable right to labor, and to labor 
freely, shall be confined to the few 
and not be open to all; that one class 
of labor, because it is banded together, 
possesses superior rights; that it can 
dominate other and more numerous 
classes of labor for the reason that 
they are unorganized; that the right 
not to organize is less sacred under 
the Constitution and the law than the 
right to organize. 


The Sacredness of Industrial Freedom. 


We oppose these impudent preten- 
sions on the part of those who would 
establish a labor oligarchy and create 
an insufferable monopoly in a universal 
commodity. It is an unjust, an inde- 
fensible, a destructive doctrine. Car- 
ried to its ultimate conclusion, it 
would undermine our republican sys- 
tem, sap the foundations of the gov- 
ernment, and substitute the uncon- 
trolled will of the few for the lawful 
rule of the many; for true it is that 
the great body of labor in this coun- 
try is unorganized, that it does not 
seek to organize, and in the very na- 
ture of the case must remain unorgan- 
ized. Even in the ranks of panded la- 
dor are countless scores of men who 
are not there of their own free choice; 
they are unwilling subjects, and chafe 
under an insufferable thralidom.

It is a pre- 
eminent right of all American citizens.

But there will be no revolution: this 
sacred right, vital to republican lib- 
erty, will be protected, defended and 
preserved by brave freemen who ovrize 
it: and all who dare assall it will be 
foiled in their wicked attempt. 


How to Avert the Impending Peril. 

Labor strikes, boycotts and picket- 
ing; proscription and abuse of other 
workmen—all these, with their concom- 
itant evils, are indefensible and dan- 
gerous, and when accompanied by vi- 
olence they become conspiracy. The 
government, though it may travel with 
leaden heel, cannot talerate conspiracy 
or insurrection. It moves, and must 
move, when the overt act has been 
committed. In the last resort, when 
civic and industrial rights are denied 
and invaded, when the law is defied, 
when violence breaks forth, when all 
other measures have failed, then comes 
the ultimate resort, military force: for 
the law must be enforced by whatever 
effort; the public peace must be pre- 
served at whatever sacrifice; insurrec- 
tion must be put down at whatever 
cost. The government of the States 
and of the United States cannot and 
will not sit supine and see the edicts 
of their courts defied, their laws tram- 
pled upon, private and public property 
destroyed, or citizens maimed, mur- 
dered and maltreated. If such acts be 
permitted, anarchy ensues. But there 
will be no anarchy; ours is a govern- 
ment of law,.and in its system resides 
the power to enforce its decrees. 

But how much better it would be 
could the ultimate resort be averted’ 
How much better for the whole body 
of law-respecting citizens to so act in 
such emergencies as we have wit- 
nessed, almost without number, with- 
in recent years, that the last dread al- 
ternative may never become necessary!: 
How much wiser it is to bring to bear, 
in good time, the tremendous power 
of a peaceful though terribly earnest 
public opinion, commanding that law 
shall have sway; that uniform privi- 
leges shall prevail in the field of in- 
dustrial effort; that unjust discrimi.

It has now been ehirtoen years since 
an unwarranted and senseless strike 
of printers took place m our establish- 
ment. The strike failed, for it had no 
foundation to stand upon.

The strikers lost their 
situations; better, more reliable, more 
loyal men were employed to take up 
the tasks recklessly laid down, without 
adequate reason, by the misguided in- 
surgents, and the union lost its foot- 
hold forever.

Employers who unduly ‘magnify in 
their imaginations the power of band- 
ed and threatening labor organiza- 
tions, and the dangers of the boycott, 
make a mistake, in my opinion. It is 
a blunder to surrender without a con- 
st. There is virtue in standing fast. 

Victory cannot be won without battle. 
Resistance to unjust demands is al- 
ways justifiable. The threatening 
striker and boycotter often turn out to 
be mere bogie-men. 

We seek only right and just ends 
through lawful means. It is not or- 
ganized labor as such that we antag- 
onize. It is the unreason, the pro- 
scriptions, the usurpations, the habit- 
ual tyranny and frequent violence, the 
ever-growing monopolistic tendency 
and the ever-recurring lawlessness of 
so many latter-day unions that we 
have been called upon to antagonize, 
and to which we are W op- 
posed, 


Indescribable Evils of Labor Lawlessness. 


Ever since the colossal anthracite 
coal strike of 1902, the country has 
stood aghast at the unnumbered acts of 
oppression, of personal assault and 
other forms of violence, including even 
maiming and murder, that have been 
committed, if not directly in the name 
of organized labor, at least with its 
cognizance and by its proved con- 
nivance. It is responsible for needless 
sufferings endured by men, women and 
children, and for numderless homes 
blasted. All the berated barons of Coal 
and of Capital could not have played 
such universal havoc had they delib- 
erately tried. | 

The enormous losses unnecessarily 
sustained through unwaftfanted strikes 
and boycotts; through the reckless de- 
struction of property; through wages 
not earned and profits not made; 
through self-chosen idleness and em- 
ployment refused; through saved-up 
earnings dissipated and homes aban- 
doned, with all the resultant want, dis- 
tress and suffering—all these make an 
appalling record, the direct effects of 
avoidable labor disturbances—disturb- 
ances traceable in nearly every case to 
that past-master in mischief-making, 
the walking delegate. who toils not, 
neither does he operate a spinning- 
jenny, nor even manipulate a jack- 
screw, unless it be upon his victims. 

Such are the acts that mark the con- 
duct and methods of men who auda- 
clously defy law and deny the rights 
of their fellows. Acts like there are a 
reproach to the local civil authorities 
wherever they have been permitted to 
occur. Those officials, through timid- 
ity, demagoguery, false sympathy. or 
supineness, have too often failed in 


their sworn duty when the hour for

should be . In a land of law ie 
a shame to the country and the age--@ 
wrong to the whole body of citizenship 
—a biot upon our civilization. 


The Fairer Picture. 


Now look upon the other and better 
picture, where normal and healthy con- 
ditions prevall in the broad fields of 
labor; where there is industrial activity 
coupled with industrial repose; where 
labor is in demand and employment 
continuous: where good sense, good 
faith, good will, confidence and friendly, 
relations prevail among employers and. 
their men: where there is in evidence 
no mischievous and superfluous dele-: 
gate accredited with pedestrian feats, 
but who rarely performs any: 
unshackled workmen can dispose of. 
their own labor in their own way, con- 
tending always, as is their right, for 
the best obtainable wages, but 

able and willing to render good service 
in return, and abiding by their individual 
contracts when made: where no trou- 
ble-breeding hired unſon dictator cam 
insolently order men to quit employ- 
ment that is giving them wages and 
their families bread. 

It must be obvious to practical men 
like you that these fundamental condi- 
tions, among others, are vital to the 
best interests of all concerned, whether 
they be workmen or employers of 
workmen—to wit: 
Rational Rules and Conditions. ’ 

(1.) The lawful, rightful, necessary 
and undisputed control and manage-. 
ment of his establishment by the em- 
ployer, with the concurrent right te 
regulate the force and the output. ; 

(2.) Even opportunities, as nearly ag 
may be, for all workmen, coupled with 
security and protection for all. : 

(3.) The careful and just gradation 
and classification of the different kinds 
of workmen in each line of skilled em- 
ployment, so that all may be compen- 
sated according to their respective 
abilities and earning power, and 8 
the nearest practicable ‘equality of 
rights and privileges according to the’ 
individual merits of each. 

(4.) The adjustment of differences, 
wherever they arise between employe 
ers and workmen, by direct negotia-~ 
tions between the parties concerned, 
facing each other, and without the in- 
tervention of the walking delegate, the 
union or any other pretended authority 
not directly concerned in the matter at 
issue. 

(5.) The greatest practicable cer- 
tainty and steadiness of employment 
on legitimate lines; not employment by 
spurts and spasms, where avoidable. 

(6.) Direct contracts, with fair and 
agreed hours and wages the year 
throuch—wages not so high as to 
an embargo upon operations, nor go 
as to work injustice to the men; re- 
membering always the inexorable law 
of supply and demand. If the w 
rate be forced by unredsonable 
mands and unwise combinations to a 
point abnormally high, the unavoidable 
effect is to render impossible the suc- 
cessful employment of capital; and 
wherever capital is forced to withdraw 
itself from the fields of labor and pro- 
duction, the act is inevitably followed 
by a period of business depression, 
bringing with it abnormally low wages,

COMMISSION MEETS. 


Several Fine Attractions Already Ar- 
ranged That Will Be Sure to Draw. 


Held—View Contract. 


Special features and special attrac- 
tions will de the cards of California's 
exhibit at the St. Louis fair, and 
some unique things are being arranged 
by the State Commissioners, who held 
a meeting at the Chamber of Com- 
merce in this city yesterday. 

Commissioner. J. A. Filcher and Sec- 
retary E. B. Willis arrived on the 
Coast line limited yesterday and were 
in conference with Commissioner 
Frank Wiggins all the afternoon. 

As the result of this conference it 
can be announced that Fife & Griffith 
have been awarded the exclusive ste- 
reoptical and vitascope privileges in the 
California exhibit. It is the intention 
of the commission to establish a hall 
of views, and if present plans are 
carried out the most complete collec- 
tion of California views ever taken 
out of the State will be thrown upon 
the screen. A “Trip Through Califor- 
nia.” will be one of the special f 
tures. It will be a collection of scen 
that will show the industrial, commer- 
cial and natural advantages of the en- 
tire State and a free lecture will be 
«iven at each showing. 

In the industries 1 California 
excels, such as the cultivation of 
beans, dried fruits, wine, canned fruits 
and many other products, the State 
Commission is preparing special ex- 
hibits. Outside of the county and 
special exhibits an effort will be made 
to show the real importance of these 
large industries. 

“Items that California is strong in 
should be made a feature,“ said Com- 
missioner Filcher, yesterday, “and this 
we will do so far as is possible. Such 
industries as the wine, will be given 
large space, the latter receiving at 
least fifty-two by ninety-one 
Others will be treated with like con- 
sideration.” 

In order to create a more general in- 
terest in these special features spe- 
cial meetings will be called. The first 
will be that of the wine men, a call 
for a special meeting having already 
been issued. This meeting. for which 
over 300 invitations have already been 
issued. will de held in San Francisco 
Thursday next, and it is hoped that 
all who are interested in this industry 
will find it possible to attend. 

Owing to satisfactory reports from 
the chiefs of all the departments, and 
the large amount of work that is be- 
ing done by the commissioners them- 
setvés, California will be sure to be 
fully represented at the exposition and 
very creditably. The commission win 
hold a session today in Ocean Park, 
and will listen to prospective visitors 
at a meeting Monday.

CHILDREN. . - 


the various phases of the labor ques- 
tion, there can be no doubt, in the 
mind of any reasonable person, that 
the working of young children for 
long hours in close factories should be 
discouraged. It is un-American, and 
tends to raise a class of people who 
are unfitted, both physically and men- 
tally, to assume the responsibilities of 
American citizenship. There are oc- 
cupations in which children may prop- 
erly engage, with advantage to them- 
selves and their families, such, for in- 
stance, as essisting during school va- 
cation in the orchards and vineyards 
and beet fields, but that is a very dif- 
ferent thing from working long hours, 
all the year round, in a factory build- 
ing that is often lacking in hygienic 
arrangements. 
Recent developments show the ex- 
tent to which this system of child la- 
bor is carried in southern factories. 
There are found pallid faces, stooping 
forms, aching bones, with old age and 
even death at the average age of 25 
years, according to the statistics of a 
physician in North Carolina. The 
chairman of the Alabama Committee 
on Child Labor estimates that there 
are 60,000 children less than 16 years 
old at work in the milis of that State. 
Of these, it is said that 32,000 are un- 
der 14 years of age, 12,00) under 12 
years and 5000 under 10 years. These 
children work from fifty-four to seven- 
ty-four hours a week. They are paid 
from 10 to 50 cents a day. Some of 
them labor all night, instead of during 
the day, and many of them have never 
been inside of a schoolroom. Boys and 
xirls work side by side. They marry 
very young, and marry on nothing. 
It is nothing unusual for a boy of 19 
to have been married twice. One 
woman reports a child who at 6 years 
of age had been on the night shift 
eleven months. Miss Addams of Chi- 
cago, found a child of five working at 
night in South Grolina. Elbert Hub- 
bard, in the Philistine, says: 
“I know the sweatshops of Hester 
street. New York: I am familiar with 
the vice, depravity, and degradation 
of the Whitechapel district; I have 
visited the Ghette of Venice; I know

SEA POWER OF NATIONS. 


How the Different Countries Stand in 
Regard to Navies—United States is 
Not in Front Rank. . 


[New York Herald:] ‘The extreme 
difficulty in classifying the elements of 
sea power make all estimates of rela- 
tive naval strength approximations to 
the truth and not yigorous evaluations. 
This lack of precision la not to be won- 
dered at when we recall that even be- 
tween single ships it is well nigh im- 
possible to institute a just comparison. 
Yachts sailing alone naval con- 
structions, untried in gale or battle, are 
always te owners and their 
friends. 

In determining the standing of the 
sea nations so much depends upon the 
values assigned to the antagonistic 


experts busy with the puzzle. usually 
arrive at conclusions which serve only 
to excite the anger and denial of pro- 
fessional rivals and to leave the be- 
wildered layman embayed in fogs of 
speculation. Various mathematical 
formulas have, it is true, been con- 
structed to settle the question, but as 
a rule, these are dreary monuments to 
their builders and not sign posts to 
seekers after information.

“For a week before the hearing of 
the, petition for the’ abatement of the 
odors complained of we shut down the 
refinery. No odors were thrown off. 
Then the complainants came in and 
testified, as we thought they would, 
that for two or three nights previous 
the smell had been something terrt- 
ble. We believe we can show that the 
objectionable odor did not come from 
our plant. Very little of the fumes is 
permitted to escape from the refinery, 
as they are all caught and conveyed 
back to the furnaces, where they are 
consumed. 

“I cannot see how the oll from our 
tanks can ever seep far enough into 
the ground to injure the water. I am 
told that the oi! will not seep into the 
ground more than two or three „feet in 
a year. Our tanks are from 150 to 300 
feet from the bank of the Arroyo Se- 
co, and the oil escaping would run from 
instead of toward the arroyo. 

“The Council, 1 am confident, will 
see the matter in a little different light 
and will at least appoint experts to in- 
vestigate before condemning a plant as 
valuable as that one.“ 

The refinery is owned by a stock 
company made up of Eastern investors. 
Through Mr. Russell nearly $1,000,000 
has already been expended in South- 
ern California on various enterprises. 
The same people are now preparing to 
develop a mine in Kern county at 4 
cost of $150.000.-Manager Russeil de- 
lieves it would be a great mistake to 
discourage these investors, and, ac- 
companied by Superintendent J. T. 
Jordan and a practical chemist will 
appear before the Council tomorrow. 

Over 200 grocery stores are supplied 
with oll from this refinery, according 
to Mr. Russell. The company owns 
twenty-two wells in the city which pro- 
duce from 6000 to 7000 barrels a day. 
This oi! is mixed with a lighter oil 
obtained from another field, and the 
combination is successfully refined. 

Manager Russell says he is not able 
to prove that the Standard Oil Com- 
pany is behind the agitation, and does 
not desire any fight with that corpo- 
ration. Yesterday his driver report- 
ed that doctored oi] had been discov- 
ered at several grocery stores on Ninth 
and other streets. Mr. Russell says 
the circumstance is very singular, as 
oll of the same grade has been sup- 
plied at various stores and in only a 
few instances has the evidence of 
tampering with the oil come to light. 

Councitiman McAleer reported to the 
board on Friday that a large per- 
centage of the names on the petition 
for the refinery were those of minors 
and persons not fitted to sign such a 
petition intelligently. Mr. Russell says 
he secured a competent man to get 
the names of the residents in the vi- 
cinity who would be affected by the 
alleged odors, and that he made no 
special attempt to secure the names of 
voters.

SEVENTH -STREET STRUCTURDP. 


Repairs of some magnitude must be 
made on the Seventh-street bridge be- 
fore it will be considered safe for pub- 
lic travel. The old structure was bullt 
of three long spans, each nearly one 
hundred feet. The ends of the timbers 
that support the flooring have rotted 
away and the bolts that connect them 
with the ironwork of the bridge are 
liable to draw through the wood any 
day, letting a portion of the bridge 
fall to the bed of the river. . 

A gang of men was at work yester- 
day repairing the break where the 
teamster nearly met with a serious ac- 
cident on Friday. The section of the 
bridge did not fall entirely, and large 
jacks are being used to force it back 
in place. Large supporting timbers 
will then be put in place. 

It is thought, however, that this will 
not be sufficient to sustain the old 
bridge and that three sets of piers will 
have to be placed in the center of the 
long spans, and the decayed supporting 
timbers connected with the tron work 
in a more substantial manner. Seventh 
street is an important thoroughfare, 
much used, and the closing of the 
bridge is not relished by teamsters.

LOVELY 

ARCHITECTURE IN PARIS. 
Paris is admitted to be one of the 
most beautiful cities of the world.. This 
is largely due to the supervision exer- 
cised by the authorities over private as 
well as public improvements. Jean 
Shopfer recently had an article in the 
Architectural Record, on “The Plan of 
a City,” in the course of which he de- 


scribed how they manage things in 
Paris. Referring to the fact that in 
Paris the height of buildings is limite, 
the limit varying according to the 
width of the street on which the house 
is located, Mr. Shopfer says: 

“Nething could be better. Hygiene 
requires that the sunshine find its way 
into the narrow streets as well as into 
the broad thoroughfares; while, speak- 
ing from an aesthetic point of view, 
what can be expected of a street where 
a house of two stories is flanked by a 
sky-scraper of twenty? Hence, there 
is a certain harmonious symmetry 
about Paris streets. One cannot im- 
agine a house of twenty-five stories on 
the Place de l’Etoile, facing the Arc 
de Triomphe. Millions are going to be 
spent in New York upon the construc- 
tion of a superb iIfbrary. The archi- 
tects are highly cultivated men, and 
men of taste. They will put up an edi- 
fice which will do honor to the city. 
This edifice is going to stand in a small 
garden bordered on its four sides by 
streets, the houses of which are stiil, 
at the present time, of a reasonable 
height; but once the library is bullt. 
the neighboring ground will rise in 
value, and it is probable that before 
ten years have passed the existing 
houses will have given place to im- 
mense sky-scrapers. Surrounded by 
these monsters, the library will appear 
insignificant, and the architectural ef- 
fect will be destroyed. 

“The Paris municipal regulations are 
also very strict in regard to the fronts. 
In certain streets uniform fronts are 
insisted upon; such is the case, for in- 
stance, with the Rue de Rivoli, which 
is bordered by arcades; and so, too, is 
it with the ce Vendome. We like 
the picturesque, but it must be ad- 
mitted that very fine effects can be 
22 with symmetry and untform- 
ty. 

“Rules, however, can only be restric. 
tive, they prescribe height, alignment 
and relief. Therefore, the municipal 
council, desirous of exciting a desire 
for embellishment, has instituted an 


annual house-front competition. The 
Winning houses are exempted from 
certain city taxes. Landlords thus 
have a monetary interest in trying to 
| give their houses a handsame appear- 
ance. Competitions of this kind—which 
can be organized by private associa- 
tions if the city council proves indif- 
ferent—maintain a certain standard of 
art. They might, in the long run, exer- 
cise a very salutary influence, espe- 
clally if the terms of the competition 
were sensible ones—that is, if the prizes 
were to be awarded, not for luxury, but 
for taste, and could be competed for by 
the well-built workman's cottage, 48 
well as by the sumptuous palace of the 
millionaire. 

“Amongst other excellent ruies laid 
down by the City of Paris, we wil] cite 
the one which forbids trolley tram 
lines inside the city. Within a few 
years’ time, the metropolita:. system of 
electric railroads (chiefly underground) 
will be complete. It wil! comprise 
half a score of lines running through 
every district of Paris, which will then 
be the city which will have best solved 
the knotty problem of rapid transit 
Nobody can deny that the New York 
elevated railroad, commodious as it 
may be, is a standing eyesore, just as 
the noise of the trains, running at the 
height of one's first floor win is 
a permanent offense to the ears.”
